pious devotions. A profound spiritual writer of our day has said: “Whatever | 
may be the occupation which God demands of me, whatever may be the kind | 


of work whereto His will calls me, even were the occupation the commonest, 
the work the roughest, God is there, because His Wil! is there. He is there, 
Guite near, transparently clear behind a thin veil. The soul with dull eyes 
does not see Him, it only sees the material obligation, which occupies and 
arrests its looks. And when it desires to find Him, it turns elsewhere to see 
if it can find Him in a few devotional exercises. And there it does not find 
Him, since His will is not therein: His will is only to be found in the obliga- 
tion that presses at the moment” (The Interior Life, Edited by the Very Rev 
Father Joseph Tissot). 

These are certainly very encouraging reflections. It is frequently the 
thought “God sees me,” “He is aware of my suffering and disappointment” 
that may exert a powerful, directive influence upon the soul. At one time the 
thought of God’s continual presence may check the beginnings of strong temp- 
tations; at another, it may give help when the spiritual combat is being hotly 
waged. Too often, indeed, it is the forgetfulness of God’s presence that causes 
the soul to lose courage and to give way to the tempter or to abandon some 
good undertaking. 

The recollection of God’s continual presence will, therefore, be inspiring 
arid helpful at all times and wil! produce manifold blessings. For this thought 
cannot but spur us on to do something for His glory, or in the cause of sweet 
charity. It will likewise put us on our guard against occasions of sin. When 
surrounded by the allurements of the world and beset by the clamorings of 
unruly desires, when we see so many others walking the easy way of sin, 
there are few thoughts apt to prove so strengthening as this: “God sees me 
and I am responsible to Him for al! that | do.” 

But it is especially the consideration that God is with us and near us even 
in the performance of ordinary duty, as well as in prayer or in devotional! 
practices, which gives us a deeper sense of the value of the duties of our state 
of life when they are performed with a good intention. The afore-mentioned 
spiritual writer says: “If the will of God is what I am seeking to know, What 
Iam attaching myself to, and what I strive to follow, I find it always great, 
always perfect, always like itself, always holy and adorable. It matters little 
whether it be in important matters or in small details, in dispositions which 
are irksome to me or are agreeable to me; as for me, it is always the same 
will that I am looking for, the same will that | find, and the same wil) that I 
carry out.” Hence it is not proper to make piety consist entirely in the prac- 
tice of favorite spiritual devotions. For this may be seeking our own will 
rather than God's will. The person who remembers that God may be served 
in humble work, who is mindful that God is ever present with, and co-operat- 
ing with him, while performing his daily duties throughout the long run of a 
dreary day, will not imagine that God is honored only by prayer and by devo- 
tional practices. Such a one gladiy takes up the work of the day, and with 
pure intention labors for the Lord, though he be engaged in tasks that seem 
of little value

A few of our readers, but only a few, who read 

the same hastily, construed Archbishop Ireland’s 

. words (See O. S. V. Feb. 11) as an appeal to Wilson to 

enter the war. They were far from that. The Arch- 

bishop not only expressed the hope, but urged prayer, 

that war might be averted. He challenged our enemies 

‘to produce patriots in the same proportion that Cath- 

olies always have in the past, and urged that, if war 

became necessary now, Catholics forget any other 
allegiance and be loyal to Uncle Sam. 


There is a marked difference between the Oriental! 
sects, which separated from the Catholic Church a 
thousand years ago, and the Protestant sects of 
modern times. The former still-hold to nearly every 
point of teaching which they did at the time of their 
separation; but the latter have so changed their origi- 
nal beliefs that their founders could no longer recog- 
nize them as their own if they were to come back to 
earth. A characteristic of truth is its unchangeable- 
ness. 


One would think that our dissenting Christian 
sects would have experienced by this time that the 
members they get from us usually become apostates 
from all Christianity. It would seem that they would 
rather make some Catholics infidels than to have them 
remain Catholics. The wonder is that they carry on 
any religious propaganda among Catholics at all, since 
they admit that our religion teaches all the essentials ; 
it teaches everything which the most uncompromising 
of Protestant churches would regard as essential for 
salvation, and it teaches a standard of morality as 
high as any of them. If faith and good works are all 
that is necessary for the salvation of one’s soul, if the 
acceptance of Christ as Savior, and the keeping of the 
Commandments are sufficient, the Catholic Church 
surely fills the bill better than any other. Men may 
be met every day, and you, reader, may be acquainted 
with many such, who will tell you that if any church 
has a claim to divinity, it is the Catholic Church, but 
who will just as frankly tell you that they could not 
become Catholics. 


The Protestant theory, which we have often 
shown to be only a theory, does great violence to rea- 
son; it imples that every sincere individual is in- 
fallible in the interpretation of Scripture, while it 
repudiates the claim of infallibility on the part of one, 
who speaks in the name of the Church, which has a 
continuous life back to the time of Christ and is pos- 
sessed of written records of what was universally be- 
lieved among Christians in each century. To follow 
the so-called Reformers without demanding them to 
produce their credentials is madness, particularly in 
the face of the fact that they not only differed from 
each other, but differed from themselves at different

ll. CATECHISM CENTERS. 

In every city and throughout our country districts the institution of 
Catechism Centers is one of the most urgent needs and calls for the per- 
sonal service of thousands of Catholic laymen and women. Public school 
teachers, it is true, are particularly adapted to this work and have accom- 
plished it with wonderful devotion and success, but there is no reason 
why it should be confinéd to them. Our sodalities, our Holy Name so- 
cieties, and similar institutions should be able to furnish abundant re- 
cruits for this great task from every parish of the land. Our colleges 
can find here an admirable outlet for the zeal they are meant to infuse 
into the hearts of their students. 

Everywhere there are children, perhaps scores or hundreds of them 
within the limits of a single parish, who are not receiving adequate 
Catholic instruction. Even could they all be gathered together, there 
would then not be Brothers and Sisters enough to give to them the indi- 
vidual attention needed. 


Large parishes may at times call for no fewer than three or four. | 


Catechism Centers. In localities where no churches exist, such centers 
may often form the nucleus of a new congregation. 

“In the diocese of Pittsburgh,” says a writer in America, “there are 
today seven new parishes with resident priests and one chapel, all of 
which have been erected within the last seven years, mainly through the 
efforts of the teachers of the Missionary Confraternity of Christian Doc- 
trine.” The latter is strictly a lay organization. 

Even where flourishing parochial schools exist such centers may be 
indispensable, if we would properly reach all our children. The fact that 
parents may be culpably neglecting their religious diities is no reason 
why we ourselves should neglect the immortal souls of their unfortunate 
children. Would the Good Shepherd, think you, have permitted these 
little ones of His flock to be lost, or would He have gone forth to seek 
them and with joy have folded them to His bosom? 

Expressing his strong approval of the Catholic Instruction League as 
an adequate and practical system of reaching vast numbers of children 
who else Would be lost to the Church for want of religious instruction, the 
pastor of St. Basil’s church, Chicago, writes of his own experience: “This 
parish, for example, since its very beginning, has been blessed with a 
first-class parochial school whose pupils at present number about 700, 
and yet by means of our League Catechism Center we have already 
reached about 200 who are not attending our school.” 

May we not consider this as a typical instance of a parish where zeal- 
ous work had been accomplished for years, yet where a great proportion 
of the children had not been satisfactorily reached until the advent of the 
lay-apostles who came to strengthen the hands of God’s anointed. priests. 
What, then, must be the need of Catechism Centers in less favorably 
situated parishes or in country places where perhaps no Catholic church 
is to be found! 

But will not such work injure the parochial school? To this difficulty 
the pastor rightly responds with a decided, “Not at all!” The children 
who are gathered by these lay messengers of Christ from the highways 
and byways of country and city, would rarely ever have entered the 
parochial school. . 

At all events, it is a Christly work. It is a necessary work. Nothing 
is to be permitted to stand in the way of saving these immortal souls. 
Let us gather into our Catholic schools all the children we can, our zeal 
for them can never be too great, but let us not forget the little ones who 
through no fault of their own are deprived of this great blessing. They, 
too, have souls to be saved, for which Christ died upon the Cross. “We 
are undoubtedly bound,” says Archbishop Messmer, “to take care of the 
souls of these children, just as well as of those who come to our schools.” 

Shall we allow it to be said of us that while the shepherd and his lay- 
auxiliaries were fast asleep, the proselyter was abroad, alert and active, 
sparing neither cost nor labor to sow the cockle in God's field? Are we 
less capable of work and sacrifice than he? 

Do we realize that Protestantism is organizing a vast religious edu- 
cational campaign which will absorb our Cathelic children, particularly 
those of foreign parentage, if we do not care for them? The establish- 
ment of Protestant community schools near every pubtié sthoo! has been 
recommended at Toledo. There is one way only of meéting this cam- 
paign, and that is by the establishment of Catholic Catechism Centers 
everywhere.
